We think that no well-informed Illinois 
politician will seriously dispute the general 
accuracy of these figures.

The observing men who have come to the 
National Convention can be In no doubt of 
the importance of the Chinese question, ei- 
ther by obtruding it on the approaching cam- 


paign or by eliminating it altogether. The 


nomination will determine which of these 
two policies shall be taken. 

Several of the conspicuous candidates be- 
fore the convention stand convicted of oppo- 
sition to the American and European labor 
interests in this country when in conflict with 
cooly importation. This is unfortunately 
true of Arthur, Edmunds, Sherman, Haw- 
ley, and Harrison. Arthur, as President, 


. vetoed the original bill which proposed to ex- 


clude the Chinese for a term of twenty years, 
and if the matter had depended upon him all 
legislation would have failed at that point. 
The others—Edmunds, Sherman, Hawley, 
and Harrison—were Senators, and they not 
only opposed the anti-Mongolian legislation 
at every point, but even voted against the 
amended and modified ten-year bill which 
Arthur was induced to sign. 

If any one of these men benominated there 
will be no opportunity to deny that he was 
hostile to the Chinese legislation. It will 
not be a matter of opinion, but a matter of 
record. The deep-rooted sentiment of the 
Pacific States on the Chinese question will be 
aroused against such a candidate, and four- 
teen Electoral votes from California, Nevada, 
and Oregon will be thrown away. But that 
is not all. The trades-union vote throughout 
the entire country will be prejudiced against 
the Republican candidate from the start. The 
workingmen will be told that if Sherman, 
Hawley, Edmunds, Harrison, and their co- 
workers had succeeded in defeating the Chi- 
nese legislation the competition of the Mon- 
golians would already have extended far be- 
yond the Pacific coast.

ened the workingmen of every trade in every 
part of the land. It was an invasion against

INTERNATIONAL DYNAMITE. 
The talk of the London papers about claim- 
ing consequential damages from the Govern- 
ment of the United States on account of the 
dynamite explosions in London, which they 
attribute to conspirators harbored in America, 
is certainly premature, if not ridiculous. 


i There is not as yet the slightest proof that 


the plots which are bursting in the streets of 
London are hatched in this country. If there 
was any evidence to that effect we may be 
sure that our Government would have heard 
of it from the British Foreign Office. The 
utmost length to which the English Cabinet 
went in its secret deliberations the other day, 
according to the dispatches, was to discuss 
the advisability of opening a correspondence 
with the Government of the United States 
for the suppression of the garrulous blather- 
skite O’Donovan-Rossa. That is the sum and 
substance of the long-winded diplomatic sen- 


‘| tences in which the deliberations of the Cab- 


inet are described by the English press. It 
is perfectly evident that the names, resi- 
dences, and identity of the dynamite fiends 
are as yet utterly unknown, and that in their 
desperation at the absence of any real in- 
formation the best thing the English Cabi- 
net can think of to do is to object to the 
braggart O Donovan- Rossa. 

The fellows in New York who make a liv- 
ing by deluding Irish servant-girls and day- 
laborers into contributing money to their sup- 
posititious warfare on Great Britain are as 
detestable to the people of this country as to 
those of the nation which now believes itself 
to be threatened with extermination by their 
conspiracies. But very few Americans be- 
lieve that this blackmailing gang in New 
York are anything but frauds of the first 
water, and there has never been any evidence 
beyond their own worthless assertions that a 
single one of the dynamite outrages was 
planned or executed by them. Their boastful 
talk in favor of dynamitism is disgusting; it 
no doubt so far as it has any influence tends 
to encourage the commission of the crimes of 
the dynamitards, but it is not evidence of con- 
spiracy. 

The laws of this country are in a very un- 
satisfactory condition when they are searched 
for the power to prevent or punish political 
conspiracies to murder the citizens of other 
countries, assuming that such conspiracies are 
ever found to exist here. Such talk as that 
of the New York swindlers of servani-girls 
is not, as we have said, evidence of conspir- 
acy; but if it were such conspiracy is not a 
crime under the laws of the United States, 
and our treaties with Great Britain and other 
foreign countries do not recognize such con- 
spiracies as extraditable offenses. In this 
respect our domestic law is very different 
from that of Great Britain. As has been 
pointed out by Judge Henry Ward Rogers in 
the current number of the North American 
Review, the machinations of the dynamite 
conspirators are an offense at common law, 
but that does nog permit the Government of 
this country to interfere with them, for the 
United States as a Nation has no common 
law. Its National courts do not exercise a 
common-law jurisdiction in criminal cases. 
They can treat as punishable offenses only 
those acts which have been made criminal by 
act of Congress. Neither the Constitution of 
the United States, nor its neutrality acts, 
nor its statutes, nor the treaties in force with 
other countries, give our Government the 
slightest right to interfere with persons who 
E conspiracies to mur- 

er, 

But the non-existence of such authority on 
the part of this country to treat dynamitards 
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item might be suspected to be preliminary 

a reduction or suspension of dividends by the 
Lackawanna.

We know of no facts incon- 
sistent with Mr. Pyne’s statements that the 
road will continue to earn its present divi- 
dends. But its withholding’ of information 
that belongs to stockholders and {ts blind and 
confusing annual reports, which even ex- 
perts declare it to be impossible to understand, 
are representative of abuses of American rail- 
way management which cannot be too 
plainly condemned by the press. There has 
been too much of this kind of financiering in 
this country.

(POINTS ABOUT PATENTS. 

Washington (D. C.) Dispatch to the New York 
Sun: The belief of some persons that sugar in 
paying quantities can be got from cornstalks 
as well as from sorghum recalle the fact that 
the State of Connecticut gave to Edward Hin- 
man a patent for making molasses from corn- 
stalks in October, 1717, or nearly 167 years ago. 
Senator Platt, who introduced this statemeat 
into a recent cited some other curious 
old Connecticut patents, showing that the spirit 
of invention was rife there at an early ane, 
There were no devices in the list for manu- 
facturing wooden nutm but in 1783 a patent

New Agreement Regarding Live-Stock 
Rates from Southeastern Kansas 
Points. 

Commissioner J. W. Midgley, of the South- 
western Railway Association, has returned from 
Kansas City,where he attended a meeting of the 
roads interested in the live-stock business from 
Southeastern Kansas points to St. Louis and 
Chicago. The object of the meeting was to es- 
tablish uniform live-steck rates from such 
points and provide for their maiptenance here- 
after. There were represented the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé, Soutbern Kanenas, Fort 
Scott & Gulf, St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco, Fort Scott & Wichita, and 
Missouri Pacific Railroads. The Southwestern 
Railway Associanor. Roads were represented by 
Commissioner Midgley. The result of the 
meeting was the adoption of an agreement for 
the maintenance of the tariff rates. In case of 
violation of the agreement by any one of the 
lines, the other ronds are to sit in jpdgment 
and make a thorough investigation of the 
charges. If found guilty the convicted road 
will have to pay a penalty of $50 per car on all 
business carried at cut rates, and the amount 
thus received will go to the roads which sub- 
stantiate the . The acoused road will 
have no voice id the trial of charges. Au im- 
portant arrangement in regard to the 
size of cars used in the transportation 
of livestock was made. The cars of 
the various roads differ in length from 
27 feet to 84 feet. It has now been agreed that 
cars from 29 feet to 31 feet in length shall be 
considered standard. Cars of 27 feet in length 
and less than 29 feet will be charged 29.04 per 
cent of the tariff rate on standard cars, and 
cars of I feet and over will be charged 110 per 
cent of standard rates.

Destruction of Woolen- Mills at South 
Barre, Mass. 

oO WoRcEsTER, Mass., June 2.—({Special.|—Fire 
broke out at 8 o'clock this morning in the four 
set woolen-mills in South Barre, known as the 
Ware River Mills, and gained such headway 
before assistance arrived that the entire prop- 
erty wasdestroyed.

IT DISAPPEARS, LEAVING MANY TO MOURN ITS 
DEPARTURE. 
H. C. Evans and C. B. Snyder, calling them- 
selves The Inter-Leaf Publishing Company,” 
have been running a scheme in the city for 
several weeks past by which they are said 
to have obtained from over 200 people sums 
ranging from $2 to $10. They professed 
to have made arrangements with the 
publishers of Puck whereby that periodical 
would be issued with a cover and inter-leaves 
consisting wholiy of Chicago advertisements. 
They canvassed for suvscribers to Puck at $4 a 
aang paid in advance, which they said was be- 
the regular rate, and also solicited ad- 
vertisements for the extra pages to be added as 
per ent. They got a large number 
of subscribers, who paid "33 each in advance 
for a six-months’ subscription,and — — ty got 
orders for a large number of ad 
on most of which a deposit was paid when ten 
order was taken. For twoor three weeks after 
the scheme bad been well started the current 
number of Puck was delivered regularly to 
the subscribers and advertisers. The abseace 
of the promised interleaves and cover was ex- 
plained by the statement that the arrangement 
could not go into effect until 200 advertisers 
had been secured. Thus matters stood two 
weeks ago, when the delivery of Puck ceased 
and the Inter-Leat Company ™ disappeared.
